The color range has been marvelously extended in recent years, including deli- 
cate pinks, clear reds, white, lavender and near to blue. Also too has the size of the — 
blooms, which in some varieties may approach 3 inches in diameter. Then there 
are the useful race of dwarfs, 6 to 12 inches in height, ideal for the front of the 
border or rockery. Perennial asters are tremendously popular in England, being 
now one of the most widely grown perennials. Coming into bloom in the autumn 
when flowers are scarce. No garden is complete without them. 


CULTURE. Their culture is very simple. Almost all the Novi-Belgii varieties 
grow vigorously and should be divided drastically every two years into small clumps 
for best results. A good stake is needed for the tall varieties, with ties at intervals 
during growth. The tall types may be kept lower by pinching, which will also make 
them branch out. However, all pinching must be stopped by the middle of July. 

Plant 18 inches to 2 feet apart on the tall varieties. The dwarf types, 12 
inches to 15 inches,
